An education does not bring cash on 
hand at once, and when it is over It 
will take some time to make up the 
money spent 

All these tilings show very plainly 
Just now. and the advantages that will 
lie gained can Ik* seen only with the 
eye of faith. If the boy and his par¬ 
ents cannot look abend. It seems that 
the argument Is all against going 
away. But if they CAN look ahead— 
what a difference! 

First as-to friends. Dozens of new 
ones can be made for every one left 
behind. In the school there will be 
huudmls of the best young folks from 
many neighborhood*, anil each can 
(tick from among them all. The home 
friends will not be lost, and when the 
student returns he will have them all. 
besides the new ones. And the home 
folks will think more of him because 
he will be more worthy of t[ieir re¬ 
spect And he will be worth more to 
his parents too. 

Then as to the exjiense. It is small, 
anyhow, lu a school like Berea, and 
every one has a chance to earn some¬ 
thing there, so this. too. will be much 
easier than It seems.. However. II will 
cost something iu time, strength and 
money to get an education, and these 
things will have to be set off against 
the advantages.

The old folks can¬ 
not always in- inking cans of their 
brood, ami the younger a man Is when 
be learns to depend on himself the 
sooner be will get a start lu life that 
will not lie lost. 

IT you are one of those who now see 
obstacles In the path to education and 
the highest suc ess In life, be sure to 
look at them well. See how soon they
